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foreign  banks  would  immediately  benefit 
by  it,  for  tbey  could  be  no  longer 
accused  of  arbitrarily  depressing  ex- 
change. Tile  import  and  general  trade 
would  likewise  be  benefited,  for  they 
would  then  be  able  to  keep  gold  ac- 
counts and  to  mark  their  goods  in  gold 
prices.  Importers  who  sell  on  time 
would,  of  course,  still  continue  to  spe- 
culate, for  they  would  be  obliged  to  buy 
gold  for  a  future  date  in  place  of  taking 
exchange.  The  buyer,  however,  would 
then  understand  the  transaction  belter, 
for  he  could  not  fail  to  see  that  he  is  pay- 
ing an  officially  recognized  rate  on  gold. 
Such  a  reform  would  confine  the  specula- 
tion in  gold  to  recognized  local  quarters, 
and  remove  it  altogether  from  interna- 
tional commercial  transactions. 


Thk  year  1897  is  now  nearly  closed, 
and  there  will  be  but  few  regrets  to  see 
it  go.     It  has  been  a  year  of  great  busi- 
ness depression  and  disappointment  for 
Brazil,    and  it  leaves  the  situation  in 
many  respects  worse  than  what  it  was 
at    the    beginning   of   the   year.     The 
situation  was  bad  enough  last  year,  but 
it  has  been    growing    steadily  worse. 
Exchange  has  been  quoted  at  something 
less  than  7  pence  |)er  miireis,  and  even 
uow  it  is  but  a  small  fraction  above  that 
figure.     Many  business  establishments 
and  companies  have  been   driven   into 
liquidation,  and  many  others  are  strug- 
gling,   almost   hopelessly,   against   the 
same  fate.    The  government,  however, 
has  gone  on  piling  up  debt  and  expen- 
diture, and  to  meet  such  prodigality  has 
found  no  other  way  than   that  of  crip- 
pling commerce  and  industry.     Some- 
times  it  has  looked   like   fatality,    for 
every   effort  to  extricate   the   treasury 
from    its  embarrassments    has    merely 
served   to  plunge  it   still    deeper    into 
trouble.     False  theories  of  finance,   as 
well  as  fallacious  political   ideas,    have 
served  to  confuse  the  public  mind,   and 
we  shall  not  be  far  wrong  in  saying  that 
the  whole  country  has  for  some  time 
been  painfully  groping  in  the  dark  to 
find  a  way  out  of  the  difficulty.     As  we 
are  now  Hearing  the  end  of  the  year, 
and     are    able   to    look  back    on    the 
events  and  results  of  the  twelve  months 
just  passing  into  history,  it  would  cer- 
tainly seem  that  we  have  nearly  reached 
the  end.     The  government  is  not   only 
struggling  with  enormous  deficits,  but 
is    now    borrowing    to    meet    current 
liabilities  on  its  funded  debt  and  is  even 
giving  its  foreign  creditors  a  lieu  on  its 
best    custom-house    to   secure    a    loan 
made  for  this  purpose.     There  is  an  old 
saving    which    assures   us    that  when 
things  have  reached  their  worst,  then 
there  will  be  a  change  for  the  better. 
Have    we,    then,    reached  the   worst  ? 
Possibly  not  ;  but  we  are  near  enough 
to  arouse  feelings  of  alarm  and  anxiety. 
We    do    not    believe     that    the    great 
majority   of  Brazilians  will   knowingly 
plunge  into  bankruptcy  and  discredit. 
They  are  proud  of  the  fact  that   they 
have  always  met  their  foreign   obliga- 
tions promptly,  as  they  have  good  reason 
to    be.      As    they   can    not   go  much 
farther  on   this   road  of   reckless   and 
unreproductive  expenditure  without  in- 
curring the  disgrace  of  repudiation  and 
bankruptcy,    we    believe  that    a    new- 
policy  will  soon  replace  the  old,   and  a 
new  era  will  set  in.     The  political  and 
financial  chaos  into  which  the  country 
has  drifted,  is  surely  awakening  public 
sentiment,  and  from  this  we  may  soon 
expect  serious  efforts  for  reform.     It  is 
an  impression— and  the  most  of  us  are 
governed  by  impressions— but  we  believe 
that    189s   will    prove  a  much    better 
year  than  1897.     We  may  not  see  all 
"htu^^^to'c  shall  see 
will 
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many  an  improvement:  Business 
be  better,  the  country  better  governed, 
and  hope  for  tile  future  will  replace  the 
despondency  which  now  rules  every- 
where. This  is  simply  our  impression 
and  belief,  and  the  year  may  turn  out 
something  quite  different.  But  1 1  the 
government  can  keep  down  all  elisor- 
ranking  elements,  we  feel  confident 
mat  good  results  will  follow.  At  any 
rate  our  readers  will  all  heartily  join  ,„ 
the  wish  that  1898  may  bring  back  to 
us  order  and  prosperity. 


Coffee   JSJotes 

—  The  weather  has  lately  been  very  favora- 
ble to  the  growing  coffee  crop— very  warm 
weather  with  occasional  rains. 

—  In  the  vicinity  ot  S.  Francisco  da  Potite 
AHa,  Minus  Gerties,  the  culture  of  coffee  has 
recently  made  SO  much  progress  that  the  sca- 
rcity of  laborers  is  beginning  to  be  very  much 
felt.  Coffee  machinery  has  recently  been  in- 
troduced into  the  district  on  a  considerable 
scale  and  the  people  are  discussing  the  idea  of 
Importing  Italian  laborers. 

— The  recovery  in  the  coffee  market  noted 
last  week  continues,  but  whether  it  can  be 
maintained  depends  mainly  upon  the  reports 
that  will  he  received  next  month  of  the  grow- 
ing Brazilian  crop.  The  recovery  is  about  four 
shillings  from  the  lowest  quotation  touched. 
As  has  been  pointed  out  on  former  occasions, 
thegre.it  fall  in  coffee  is  due  to  the  extraor- 
dinary increase  in  the  Brazilian  crop.  If  the 
weather  is  very  favorable,  the  coming  crop 
will  probably  be  larger  even  than  the  last  one, 
for  it  is  to  be  recollected  that  all  the  new  trees 
planted  have  not  vet  come  into  full  bearing. 
But  if  the  weather  is  very  unfavorable,  there 
no  doubt  will  he  a  sharp_  advance.  What  we 
see  now  is  a  mere  reaction  from  an  extraor- 
dinary fall  of  fully  40  per  cent.  The  coffee 
cropfn  Brazil,  it  will  be  in  the  recollection  of 
some  of  our  readers,  no  doubt,  is  gathered  in 
during  March,  April,  and  May.  In  January 
it  ought  to  be  possible  to  frame  a  fairly  ap- 
proximate estimate  of  the  coming  harvest. 
Should  it  turn  out  that,  owing  to  drought  or 
any  other  climatic  cause,  the  crop  will  not 
exceed  seven  million  hags,  there  is  almost 
certain  to  he  a  rise,  and  there  may  be  a  con- 
siderable rise.  On  the  other  hand,  if  the  crop 
is  at  all  equal  to  the  present  crop  there  may  be 
a  further  tall.  At  all  events,  there  can  hardly 
be  any  material  recovery.  It  will  be  recot- 
lected'lhat  the  minimum  estimate  of  the  present 
crop  is  nine  million  bags,  hi  the  United 
States  the  fall  in  price,  together  with  the  com- 
petition between  the  Sugar  Trust  and  one  or 
two  of  the  leading  coffee  merchants,  has 
brought  about  a  considerable  decline  in  the 
retail  price,  and  so  led  to  an  increase  in  con- 
sumption ;  hut  in  Europe,  as  yet,  there  are  no 
signs  of  larger  purchases  by  the  public  —  The 
S/itttsf,  Dec.  4. 


—  On  the  2ist  fust,  the  2SU1  battalion  of 
infantry  arrived  at  K.  Joao  d'Kl-Rev,  where  it 
will  be  stationed.  This  battalion  has  hitherto 
been  stationed  in  Rio  Grande  do  Sul. 

—  A  Curityba  telegram  of  the  27th  says  that 
Deputy  Vicente  Machado  has  introduced  a 
bill  iu'the  state  legislature  creating  a  state  post- 
office,  for  interior  correspondence,  which 
retains  the  postal  rates  111  force  throughout  the 
couutrv  before  the  last  budget  bill  raised  them. 
The  author  says  the  design  of  the  bill  is  lo 
relieve  the  people  from  the  heavy  taxes  impo- 
sed bv  the  national  government.  It  is  said 
that  the  bill  will  certainly  be  adopted. 

—The  Times  of  Buenos  Aires  publishes  the 
following  extract  from  a  private  letter  from  a 
vouug  American  ladv  now  resident  in  southern 
Brazil :— uttie  people  of  southern  Brazil  are 
courtly,  kindly,  and,  above  all  things,  hospit- 
able. "It  is  desirable  for  me  to  acquire  the 
Portuguese  language  more  rapidly  than  would 
he  possible  among  my  English -speaking. 
friends  and  there  seemed  to  be  no  trouble 
whateveriuarranging,  through  mutual  friends, 
for  my  reception  as  a  guest  of  some  weeks  by 
an  estimable  and  cultivated  family  who  a 
month  ago  did  not  even  suspect  my  existence. 
Our  Anglo-Saxon  race  has  main-  virtues,  but 
I  should  hardly  know  which  of  my  well-to-do 
Aim-rican  friends  to  ask  to  receive  into  her 
family  a  foreign  young  lady  who  wishes  to 
acquire  rapidly  the  English  fanguage.11 


—  The  fornal  do  Brazil  hears  that  the  three 
steamers  recently  sold  to  the  government  for 
3,600,000?,  were  offered  to  a  steamship  com-. 
pauy  for  600,000$  and  were  refused. 

—  The  minister  of  marinehas  instructed  the 
captains  of  the  port  throughout  the  republic 
that  they  should  see  that  all  returns  of  births 
and  deaths  on  board  vessels  in  port  should  be 
full  and  in  conformity  with  the  law.  Such 
births  and  deaths  should  be  reported  within 
twenty-four  hours,  and  should  give  full  parti- 
culars.

"Velodrome  Fluminense.  It  was  during  the 
progress  of  a  bicycle  race  in  which  there  was 
one  couto  at  stake,  Among  those  enlered  in 
the  race,  was  a  Brazilian  named  Nelson  and 
Harreyre,  a  Frenchman.  Nelson,  on  account 
of  Ins  nationality,  is  a  favorite  with  the  pa- 
trons of  the  velodrome,  and  when  the  tire  of 
his  front  wheel  punctured  on  the  fifteenth  lap 
compelling  his  retirement  from  the  race  there 
was  an  uproar  among  the  spectators.  They 
hissed,  whistled  and  groaned,  and  there  were 
many  cries  of  .kill  the  Frenchman.,  who 
would  certainly  have  won  the  race.  As  Har- 
reyre followed  by  several  other  wheelmen 
came  abreast  of  the  spectators,  several  persons 
111  the  second  balcony,  took  up  a  bench 
measuring  fully  eight  feet  in  length  and  hurl- 
ed it  down  on  the  track  to  disable  Barrevre 
and  prevent  him  from  winning.  '  Fortunately 
heevnded  the  Impediment  and  escaped  serious 
injury.  This  displeased  the  crowd  still  more 
and  about  loo  men  then  made  a  desperate 
attempt  to  get  upon  the  track  and  attack  Bar- 
reyre.  It  was  not  until  Nelson  had  pleaded 
with  the  mob,  that  tllev  abandoned  their  mur- 
derous intentions.
